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Greenbelt Voter Registration 
Numbers Reach New High

As reported in the Baltimore 
Sun on Tuesday, October 30, 
more than halfway through Mary- 
land’s eight-day early voting pe- 
riod, turnout had been more than 
double what it was during the 
prior gubernatorial election. Time 
will tell whether these numbers 
are harbingers of a high turnout 
overall, since so far in Maryland 
early voting has drawn voters 
away from their local polling 
places rather than noticeably in- 
creasing turnout. 

Nonetheless, this is a year 
when people are looking for signs 
of change of one sort or another. 
Is voter registration up signifi- 
cantly? Has there been a shift in 
party affiliation? In Greenbelt at 
least, the answer is “yes and no.” 

When voter registration closed 
in October, Greenbelt’s total 


stood at 13,452, which is the 
highest it has been in a decade, 
and that almost surely means it 
is the highest it has ever been. 
Since the primary elections in 
June of this year, citywide reg- 
istration increased by 445 voters, 
or 3.4 percent, and it increased 
in all five precincts, ranging from 
a 1.2 percent increase in pre- 
cinct 18 (Turning Point) to a 5.6 
percent increase in precinct 8 
(Greenbelt West). Increases for 
the other three precincts were 4 
percent (Community Center), 3 
percent (Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School) and 2.5 percent (Green- 
belt Elementary School). 

Earlier high points for Green- 
belt registration had included the 
Trump-Clinton presidential elec- 
tion of 2016 (12,958) and both 
Barack Obama elections (11,113 
in 2008 and 11,520 in 2012). It 
is noteworthy that the current

Zealand, yet has lived in the U.S. 
since 2010, coming here with his 
American wife, Pamela. He has 
managed to visit 48 states so far 
on a passionate odyssey to visit 
and photograph this country’s 
national, state and urban parks.

In the Dark 


On Development 

On June 30, 2018 we submit- 
ted a complaint to the Mary- 
land Open Meetings Compli- 
ance Board (“the Compliance 
Board”) alleging the City of 
Greenbelt Advisory Planning 
Board (APB) violated the Mary- 
land Open Meetings Act by not 
posting meeting minutes as “soon 
as practicable.” The Compli- 
ance Board opined that neither 
the APB nor the Greenbelt City 
Council violated the Act. We dis- 
agree and believe the Compliance 
Board erred in their opinion. 

The APB meets monthly to 
discuss development projects 
proposed for the city and is char- 
tered to make recommendations 
to Council regarding these proj- 
ects. The APB is a public body 
and is required by the Act to 
post meeting minutes online as 
“soon as practicable.” The min- 
utes contain information about 
development projects and docu- 
ment the APB’s discussion about 
these projects. It is important that 
the minutes be posted in a timely 
manner so the public is aware of 
the significance of these discus- 
sions and can make informed 
decisions about attending future 
meetings — otherwise the public 
remains in the dark until council 
is ready to vote on a project. 

Council has been discussing 
two development projects re- 
cently proposed for the city. To 
get more information about these 
projects we decided to review 
APB meeting minutes. On May 
27 we searched the city’s website 
and discovered the APB posted 
minutes for only two of the 16 
meetings held consecutively over 
the previous 16 months. Minutes 
for 14 of the 16 meetings were 
not posted, which prompted us to 
submit our complaint. 


On Screen 


On June 30 we submitted a 
complaint to the Compliance 
Board contending the APB vio- 
lated the Act regarding the 14 
meetings, which were held be- 
tween February 1, 2017 and April 
9, 2018. We contend the APB did 
not post these meeting minutes 
online as “soon as practicable.” 
The city claims an “admuinistra- 
tive oversight” was to blame for 
the late postings. 

The Compliance Board states 
in their opinion “we cannot sec- 
ond-guess them,” which we con- 
tend is the Compliance Board’s 
way of saying “we will not re- 
view the APB’s decision regard- 
ing what is practicable.” The 
Compliance Board also reasoned 
that “it is not always easy for 
them,” which is not the same as 
saying it is not capable of being 
done. 

With its opinion, the Com- 
pliance Board extinguishes any 
requirement to post meeting min- 
utes online by allowing the public 
body to determine for itself what 
is “practicable.” We believe the 
Compliance Board has embold- 
ened the city, which published a 
news release on the city’s website 
about the recent opinion, some- 
thing they did not do when the 
Compliance Board opined in our 
favor on previous complaints. 

We contend the mayor pro tem 
and the director of Planning and 
Community Development, who 
are, respectively, the council and 
city liaisons to the APB, should 
have been checking to see that 
the minutes were being posted 
in accordance with the Act. We 
believe the Compliance Board’s 
opinion tilts the balance away 
from openness by putting the 
burden on the public to “ask” for 
something that should already be 
available.

Neighborhood Sun and the 
Greenbelt Co-op announced a 
partnership that will bring lo- 
cally produced, affordable solar 
energy to Greenbelt in the com- 
ing weeks. Greenbelt Co-op is 
among the first group of partners 
to join Neighborhood Sun in of- 
fering community solar to their 
customers. 

“We’re excited to partner with 
Greenbelt Co-op,” said Neigh- 
borhood Sun Founder and CEO 
Gary Skulnik. “The organiza- 
tion is a Greenbelt institution in 
its own right. There’s no silver 
bullet when it comes to fighting 
climate change and improving our 
environment, but we’ll have the 
greatest impact when we work 
together.” 

Community solar (also called 
shared solar) allows electricity 
consumers to purchase solar from 
a local project, with no need to 
install equipment. Anyone who 
pays a utility bill can access this 
clean energy — even if they can’t 
or don’t want to put solar panels 
on their roof. Consumers sub- 
scribe to blocks of solar power 
produced by a large-scale project 
in their utility area and receive 
net metering credits directly on 
their utility bill. 

“We figured partnering with 
Neighborhood Sun was a win-win 
for our customers,” said Bob Da- 
vis, Co-op general manager. “Our 
customers save some money, and 
we all benefit from a smaller en- 
vironmental footprint.” 

For every customer who signs 
up for community solar through 
Greenbelt Co-op, Neighborhood 
Sun will provide them with a $50 
Co-op gift card. This is an easy 
way for Greenbelters and Co-op 
shoppers to do something real to 
fight climate change — and get a 
little something extra in the pro- 
cess.

Four Cities Discusses W1-F1, 
Traffic and Maryland Shuttle

The Four Cities Coalition ad- 
dressed citywide Wi-Fi, the gov- 
ernor’s proposed traffic relief plan 
and the University of Maryland 
shuttle when they met October 24 
at the Greenbelt Municipal Build- 
ing. The coalition is composed of 
elected representatives and senior 
staff from Greenbelt, Berwyn 
Heights, College Park and New 
Carrollton. It was the coalition’s 
fourth and final meeting of 2018. 

Prince George’s County Coun- 
cil Chair Dannielle Glaros briefed 
the coalition on the last day of 
legislative sessions for the coun- 
cil and stayed for the majority of 
the meeting to answer any ques- 
tions coalition members had. 

Greenbelt 

Mayor Emmett Jordan led a 
discussion on the possibility of 
implementing citywide W1-F1, 
a proposal that resulted from 
complaints about the weak W1- 
Fi signal in certain parts of the 
city, including administrative or 
government buildings. 

Dale Worley, Greenbelt direc- 
tor of information technology, 
informed the coalition that he and 
his team have been researching 
examples of other jurisdictions 
around the country that have im- 
plemented similar wireless inter- 
net. These jurisdictions often use 
a provider other than Verizon or 
Comcast as a strategy to increase 
competition and lower costs for 
users. Taking a note from these 
examples, Worley has looked into 
alternative providers to potentially 
save money if citywide Wi-Fi is 
implemented. 

This proposed model, which 
makes wireless iternet a utility 
to citizens like water or electric- 
ity, lowers costs for users when 
it 1s placed in the hands of the 
government. 

Worley emphasized the impor- 
tance of this project, saying, “In 
the next five years, cable TV will 
probably go away,” a statement 
that drew audible surprised reac- 
tions from attendees. 

Councilmember Colin Byrd 
brought to the coalition’s atten- 
tion the proposal by Metro’s 
Board of Directors to dissolve the 
Riders’ Advisory Council (RAC), 
which was established in 2005, 
inquiring if the coalition could 
act on it before the Board’s vote 
the following day. The coalition 
composed a letter in opposition

to the elimination of the RAC, 
stating that “stifling dialogue 
with the public in this way will 
not help Metro achieve what we 
believe is a mutually shared goal, 
which is to improve transporta- 
tion in our respective cities.” 

On October 25, the Metro 
Board decided not to vote on the 
RAC, and instead proposed re- 
forms to consider in a November 
meeting. 

Berwyn Heights 

Berwyn Heights was repre- 
sented by four councilmembers, 
including Acting Mayor Stephen 
Isler. The council addressed sev- 
eral issues, including resident 
access to UMD shuttles. 

Councilmember Amanda Dew- 
ey led that discussion, explaining 
that residents have been stranded 
at bus stops for two hours or 
even turned away when shuttles 
are full. One solution for this 
issue is for Berwyn Heights to 
pay for an additional bus during 
peak periods, at a cost of $55 
per hour. 

David Allen, executive director 
of the Department of Transporta- 
tion Services at UMD, explained 
the reasons behind the decreased 
bus service to Berwyn Heights. 
“For the most part, students and 
their mandatory fees pay for the 
bus service. If we need to cut 
some things back, as we needed 
to recently, that was one of the 
bus routes that was suggested that 
was pared back.” 

New Carrollton, College Park 

Mayor Duane Rosenberg 
represented New Carrollton for 
this meeting of the coalition 
and brought forward the issue 
of commercial vehicle parking. 
Council and coalition members 
discussed how the definition of 
a commercial vehicle can largely 
determine where and how resi- 
dents encounter parking issues. 

Rosenberg and College Park 
Mayor Patrick Wojahn discussed 
the Maryland Department of 
Transportation’s proposed expan- 
sion to I-495/I-270 and the Belt- 
way. Coalition members discussed 
its potential negative repercus- 
sions. Wojahn said, “it may less- 
en congestion in the short run but 
add problems in the long run.” 

Jordan added that “our com- 
munities will have to deal with 
the noise and air pollution” po- 
tentially resulting from the ex- 
pansion.

Jordan ended the meeting by 
congratulating members on their

work throughout the year: ““We’ve 
done a lot of advocacy that’s 
been very successful. Working 
together, our voice does carry a 
lot of weight.” 

He also asked the coalition 
to consider how they could 
streamline future meetings and 
encourage more council members 
from each city to attend. They 
agreed to focus on completing 
the agenda in a timely manner 
in future meetings, suggesting 
that each city get 20 minutes 
to discuss matters of import to 
them. Coalition members also 
suggested engaging electronically 
between meetings so items could 
be resolved more quickly without 
meeting in person. Both strategies 
would decrease the meeting time, 
which was nearly three hours on 
Wednesday. 

The next meeting of the Four 
Cities Coalition will be January 
30, 2019 in College Park.

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Archive Project Team Seeks 
Missing Papers for Scanning

The Greenbelt Archive Project 
team has discovered that some 
issues of the Greenbelt Coopera- 
tor and the Greenbelt News Re- 
view from the 1940s and 1950s 
(and possibly more recently) are 
missing from the News Review’s 
holdings, while others are in 
poor condition. The Greenbelt 
Library’s Tugwell Collection has 
many issues of the newspapers, 
but none from 1942 through 
1959. Perhaps Greenbelters can 
help? 

As a result of the success- 
ful funding drive held earlier 
this year, volunteers with the 
Greenbelt Archive Project (GAP) 
are now busy in their newly as- 
signed and equipped workroom 
preparing old issues of the News 
Review and its predecessor, the 
Greenbelt Cooperator, for scan- 
ning. GAP is working with news- 
papers that have been stored in 
file cabinets in the newsroom, 
removing the papers from plastic 
storage sleeves and, when there 
are multiple copies of an issue, 
selecting the best one. The selec- 
tion process requires checking 
that the text is intact and read- 
able, noting tears or other defects, 
and then placing it with the other 
selected papers in archival boxes. 

Papers from 1943 through 
1963 are being transferred to the 
University of Maryland libraries 
to be scanned by a contractor 
paid with funds from a grant 
from the National Endowment 
for the Humanities as part of the 
National Digital Newspaper Pro- 
gram. The papers will then return 
to Greenbelt for final archiving. 
Papers from 1964 through 2001 
will be scanned in GAP’s work- 
room by UMD students, starting 
in January.

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MAD’s Beauty and the Beast 
Joyful Production Captivates 


People gather and mutter 
among themselves. “We don’t 
like what we don’t understand 
— in fact it scares us,” they say. 
Their fear of the unknown — their 
fear of the stranger — is all the 
excuse they need to plot murder, 
to head towards the stranger’s 
sanctuary bent on its commission. 

Disney’s Beauty and the Beast 
is as timely as ever and watch- 
ing Goddard’s Music and Drama 
(MAD) Club’s expansive produc- 
tion, by turns joyful and sinister, 
was a captivating ride that high- 
lighted the best and the worst of 
humanity. 

Brendan Hurst’s ribald Gas- 
ton was a show-stealer; Hurst 
played the role with gusto. Both 
hilarious and menacing, Gaston 
has some of the most entertaining 
lines in the musical and Hurst’s 
performance was spot-on. Gas- 
ton is handsome, popular, ever- 
surrounded by a trio of simpering 
admirers (deftly portrayed by 
Leora Cherry, Tiffany Hoerbelt 
and Alethia Young), and it is he 
who embodies the beastliness of 
the title. 

While for many of us it is 
hard to imagine a Mrs. Potts 
without Angela Lansbury’s voice, 
Rhapsody Dearing in that iconic 
role brought warm sensitivity to 
the castle and the stage. Young 
Dexter Ying, as her son Chip, 
amped the adorability factor up 
by about one thousand, and the 
two of them together were engag- 
ing and sweet. 

Lumiere and Babette, playfully 
acted by Jon Gardner and Ashley 
Greeley, added levity to the castle 
scenes, which otherwise could be 
dire as the servants turned ever 
more into objects that most re- 
sembled their previous roles and 
personality traits. Dash Samari in 
the role of the Beast sensitively 
demonstrated this transforma- 
tion. Sure, his body was perhaps 
made beast-like suddenly by an 
enchantress, but it was his per- 
sonality that deteriorated. Over 
time it was his self that became 
more and more beast-like. The 
tension in the musical, of course, 
comes from the Beast’s attempt 
to overcome that darkness in his 
personality while handsome Gas- 
ton and his followers make no 
such efforts. 

Other stand-outs from this 
performance included Christa 
Kronser as Belle, with her beau- 
tiful singing voice, strong acting 
and sensitive connection with 
Mike Heney as her father, Mau- 
rice. The four somber dancers 
— Ted Ying and Sean Morton as 
Enchanted Atlantes and Kathryn 
Leete and Hong Luu as Enchant- 
ed Caryatids — added an emotion- 
al dimension to the musical not 
seen before. The depth of chore- 
ography talent for this production 
was made obvious by these danc- 
es and the excellent ensemble 
numbers featuring townspeople 
or enchanted objects (tap-dancing 
napkins, for instance, were de- 
lightful). Featuring the imagina- 
tion and talent of choreographers 
Trisha Randazzo, Julie Rose and 
director Katrina Jackson, the 
captivating dance numbers made 
the most of a small performance 
space and heightened the enter- 
tainment and emotional energy of 
the production. 

So many performers came out

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Giant Hole in the Parking Lot 
Gives Cleaner Water to the Bay 


At Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School (ERHS), the county has 
begun installing a water filtration 
system to create a green park- 
ing lot. According to Principal 
Reginald McNeill, “It’s called a 
Micro Bioretention Device. [It] 
cleans rain water before it goes 
back” into the ground and flows 
into the Potomac or the Chesa- 
peake Bay. 

The system treats runoff “by 
passing [the water] through a 
filter bed mixture of sand, soil 
and organic matter,” according 
to Chapter 5 of the Maryland 
Stormwater Design Manual. 

The parking lot project at 
ERHS is for environmental pur- 
poses and does not relate to the 
condition of the parking lot. Cus- 
todial Supervisor Eric Dent re- 
marked that, “Although we are 
scheduled to have the parking 
lot repaved within the next two 
years, any newly built schools 
must have a MBRD installed. It’s 
all about going green.” 

This project is one of the 
ways Prince George’s County 
has been working to comply with 
state and federal regulations by 
2025, according to the Prince 
George’s Clean Water Partnership 
(CWP). 

The county has partnered 
with a private company, Corvias 
Prince George’s County Storm- 
water Partners, LLC, to meet the 
restrictions, making the projects a

public-private partnership. 

A CWP document from April 
2016 entitled, “Using a Commu- 
nity-Based Public-Private Part- 
nership Business Model to Meet 
Regulatory Stormwater Manage- 
ment Requirements,” said that in 
a public-private partnership, the 
private entity (in this case Cor- 
vias) is in charge of the major- 
ity of the project’s management 
responsibilities while the pub- 
lic entity (the county) oversees 
the project and pays the private 
group. According to the CWP, 
this typically reduces the burden 
of risk on the county and places 
a higher amount of risk on Cor- 
vias. 

One improvement project the 
county’s CWP has focused on is 
improving water quality through 
stormwater management and its 
documentation notes that the 
county would treat up to 4,000 
untreated acres of impervious 
areas. The CWP said it could 
cost about $1.2 billion to retro- 
fit all the untreated impervious 
surfaces under county manage- 
ment, amounting to approximately 
15,000 acres. 

Impervious areas, such as 
parking lots, create polluted 
stormwater runoff that flows into 
the Chesapeake Bay. The CWP 
notes that these pollutants, such 
as nitrogen, phosphorus and trash, 
come from many sources, in- 
cluding fertilizers, oil and car 


exhaust, to name a few. The ex- 
cess amount of pollutants in the 
county has caused the water qual- 
ity to diminish over the years. 
Breaking up the parking lot and 
installing filtration systems will 
improve its quality. 

But that’s not the only plus. 
In addition, the new parking lot 
filtration system has educational 
purposes, said McNeill, “It’s 
something that students can get 
involved in... it’s a learning 
project for students.” 

The educational opportunities 
are expected to expand outside 
the schools that have the filtration 
systems installed. CWP said that 
“the county and Corvias will pro- 
vide internships, scholarships and 
grants and develop educational 
programs for interested students 
in the local community college 
and universities.” 

At ERHS, the project began 
shortly before school started. 
Since then, parking has been 
tight while the filtration system is 
being installed. According to Mc- 
Neill, the system is being placed 
in the student parking lot. The 
school has moved some students 
to the visitors parking lot in the 
meantime. 

The project will result in ap- 
proximately 25 additional park- 
ing spaces, Dent said. He further 
said that the project “is scheduled 
to be complete by the second 
week of November as weather 
permits.”

rocketry competition where the 
U.S. Junior (age 18 and under as 
of the year of the WSMC) and 
Senior teams compete against 
national teams from around the 
world.” 

The two students said the 
week of competition tested their 
perseverance and determination. 
Houston said she had to “over- 
come [her] rocket DQing” (dis- 
qualifying) when its parachute 
did not release in time, and one 
of Stephens’s models ended up 
burning. 

Despite the hindrances, they 
felt they learned something about 
themselves. Stephens said he 
“learned a lot of perseverance” 
because even if he had a bad 
round he still had to launch his 
rocket one or two more times. 
“TYou] just can’t give up in the 
first few rounds,” he said. 

Houston felt she was taught 
about “character of determination 
and patience.” She was pleased 
that she did not panic like other 
competitors when something went 
wrong. 

One of their coaches, Kevin 
Johnson, said the week of com- 
petition includes an opening cer- 
emony where the teams parade 
around the competition field. 
Each team even has a flag bearer. 
Houston was the U.S. flag bearer. 

Hosted by the Federation 
Aeronautique Internationale 
(World Air Sports Federation) 
from July 27 to August 4, ap- 
proximately 25 countries compet- 
ed against one another in various 
spacemodel events. A spacemod- 
el, according to the FAI, is an

aero-model that is launched into 
the air via a space model engine 
and includes a device for safe 
landing, such as a parachute. 

Each event has different model 
requirements, and success 1s mea- 
sured differently. For example, 
the S6-Streamer Duration event 
is scored by adding up the flight 
duration of three attempts with a 
maximum duration of 180 sec- 
onds per attempt. However, other 
events, such as the S1l-Altitude 
event, are based on height into 
the air. 

Each competitor must build 
their own models. This requires 
basic physics and mathematics 
for the junior levels, but greater 
knowledge for the senior events. 
According to Houston, the rock- 
ets are made out of materials 
“similar to cardboard tubes” with 
additional outer features crafted 
from 3D-prints or resin. Ste- 
phens added that for some of 
his competitions he would utilize 
fiberglass. 

In preparation for “flyoffs” — 
tryouts to make the U.S. team 
— and international competitions, 
Houston said she “practices build- 
ing and launching every week,” 
sometimes more often. Stephens 
said he would meet with John- 
son once or twice a week and 
sometimes met with him every 
day to practice gliding and land- 
ing for the S8-R/C Rocket Glider 
competition. 

Although the competition was 
the main focus of their trip to 
Poland, Houston, Johnson and 
Stephens all agreed that they 
enjoyed interacting with par-

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ticipants and coaches from around 
the world. For both participants, 
their favorite part of the week- 
long event was connecting with 
people of similar interests. They 
remarked that despite living in 
different cultures and having dif- 
ferent day-to-day lives, all the 
competitors had a shared love of 
spacemodeling.

He has lived in Greenbelt, which 
he finds to be a really beautiful 
community, since 2016.

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Volunteers Sought 
For Hearing Study 


The National Institute on Ag- 
ing awarded more than $8 million 
to the University of Maryland to 
develop an innovative approach 
to address hearing loss and com- 
munication challenges affect- 
ing millions of older Americans. 
The five-year, multidisciplinary 
research project will combine 
expertise from the College of Be- 
havioral and Social Sciences, the 
A. James Clark School of Engi- 
neering, the College of Computer, 
Mathematical and Natural Scienc- 
es, and the Center for Advanced 
Study of Language. The project is 
led by Principal Investigator Dr. 
Sandra Gordon-Salant, director of 
the UMD Hearing Research Lab. 

The overarching goal of the 
research is to examine processes 
at the neural level that cause 
auditory and speech perception 
difficulties with aging and to 
determine whether the brain can 
be effectively “rewired” through 
auditory and cognitive training 
to overcome these hearing and 
speech obstacles. 

“There are many training pro- 
grams designed to help people 
deal with hearing loss as they get 
older,” said Gordon-Salant. ““What 
we don’t know is how well these 
training programs work and if 
they result in a true rewiring of 
the brain. We’re thrilled to have 
compiled this dynamite team 
that will help provide answers to 
these important questions.” 

Gordon-Salant and her col- 
leagues are seeking young adults, 
ages 18 to 30, with normal hear- 
ing or older adults, ages 65 to 
85, with either normal hearing 
or hearing loss. The goal is to 
develop an effective training pro- 
gram to improve speech under- 
standing in challenging listening 
situations experienced by older 
people. The study will involve 
preliminary testing, the training 
protocol and post-training testing, 
and takes about 25 hours to com- 
plete. Participants will be com- 
pensated $12 per hour. To sign
